Prrr.sBURQ, Aug. 4.— The strikent still 
continne to gain accessiont to their 
namb«r from the N«w York and Oleve- 
land compsny't mm. Sandy Orec^ and 
Turtle Or«ek mines are completely idle, 
and the Plnm Creek men are slowly bat 
Kurely coming into line with the men 
encamped in the vicinity. Nearly half 
of the digger* at this stronghold of the 
conpany failed to go to work this morn- 
ing, and a namber of thoa* whe did go 
into the pit hare promised to qnit as 
soon as they clean np the coal now ly- 
ing in their rooni8. 

At Camp Dcteniii nation it Was re- 
ported that every one of the miners of 
the New York and Cleveland Gas (^oal 
(•(nnpany who had gone to work was in 
sympathy with the movemeut.'aud only 
their Kiguatnr* - to a coiitraot prerented 
them from Htavint,' out. 

The miners are satisfied with the 
prepress they have made. They claim 
that the offendinp mines are nearer to 
snspension today than they have bi'en 
since the strike was iuaui:nrat<'d and 
are jubilant over tht! work they have 
done. 

Peace and order seem to be tliewatcli- 
word of the strikers. They realize that 
they have the Bympathy of the public 
and if they los« it their cause will get b 

black eye. 

At the headquarters of the miners' 
ofticials in this city proffers of aid are 
namerous, and the majority did not 
wish the public to know of their sym- 
pathy. 

Good weather has been a preat card 
for the campers. Just where most of 
them would finjl shelter in case of raiu 
is a probleQi. So long as dry weather 
lasts the men can stand the exposure at 
night, but were a wet spdl to set in it 
would necessarily force many of the 
men to desert the flcdds of operation. 
The roads now are dry, and while 
dusty, are nevertheless in fairly good 
condition for the sturdy pedestrians 
that tramp over them. Ihclement 
weather would soon place them in the 
muddiest kind of oonmtioa, and should 
this come, tha mm could not stand the 
extra hardship. There are dose upon 
S.OOO strikers in camp at Turtle Creek, 
880 at Plum Creek and KOO at Sandy 
Ch«ek. If this number is not suflSoient 
to deter the Dearmlt miners from going 
to work, all these catnps wiU be largely 
increased before the end of tfte week. 

ArraageBMnts are beiaf made fbr the 
big meeting on the waarf Thursday 
night. It promises to be the greatest 
demonstration of the kind ever held in 
Uiis city. Eugene V. Debs and Mrs. 
Mary G. Jones will be the stellar at- 
tractions among the speakers. Mayor 
Ford was ask^ by the men to preside 
over the meetiug, which invitation he 
emphatically declined on the (f^otiud 
that he was acting neutrally in the 
strike question. 

The announcement that Sheriff Lowry 
was in communication with the gov- 
ernor and that there was a possibihty 
that the state troops would be ordereci 
out had no particular effect in Camp 
Petermination. The strikers all say 
there h;;s been no occasion nor reason 
for disciiJisinK the coniini; of the troops. 
Sheriit' Lowry's iiitervit^.v, aside from 
giving the information that he lias com- 
manicated with the ^'ovi'rnf)r. nixcm no 
indication that he feels tlic troops are 
necessary at tliis tim*-. 

The d strict niiiung ofliciaJs were in 
the city yesterday arran;rinj; tlic di-faiis 
for the continuance of the canijis at tin- 
J)eanint mines. They were elated ovf r 
the change that has been worked in the 
situation, and Pre.>-i<iciir Dolan is the 
authority for tlie stati nu-ut that tiie en- 
tire New York and Cleveland Cas Coal 
company interests liav<' been fought tou 
standstill. 

The lull in the situation after the ex- 
citing events of the last 24 hours is the 
first opportunity the ofiicials have had 
to size up the situation. As a result, 
each of the three camps of striking 
miners was placed under strict military 
government This will l)e continued 
until the cani)« are abandoned; two 
members of the district executive board 
were placed at each camp. Tin se men 
are to receive instructions from Dolau 
and Warner, and no further general 
move is to be made unless a general 
conference is held. 

A large parade and meetiug of strik- 
ers was hold last night at Turtle Greek. 
Three carloads of Homestead steel- 
workers participated. 

Dolan enects to get all of Dearmit's 
men out Within two days, and will then 
start a march on the Westmoreland 
mines. 

A serious phase developed last night 
when it was seen that a number of 
strikers were intoxicated. Dolan cau- 
tioned the men, and said the liquor had 
been introduced into camp by enemies. 

President Dolan issued ageneral or- 
der appointing Edward MoKay general 
manager of Camp Determination and 
empowered Um to make arrests and 
eject aU penons under the influence of 
Intoxicants trespassing on the premises 
ef the caapb The order urgently re- 

auests all miners to respect the law in' 
tie.ftatureaaiatha paat teA strictly 
prohibits them from trespassing on the 
proMTty of the New xcrt and ClaTC- 
land Qas and Coal company.

After a 
consultation with President Knight of 
the Indiana miners President Ratcli 
ford decided to send that gentleman 
into Kentucky to Bt<ii) this coal if possi- 
ble. W. C. Webb, a former member of 
vhe executive board will assist in the 
canipaigu which 1 be pushed with 
vigor. 

Information has been received b/ 
President Ratchford to the effect that 
Kansas coal Is being reloaded into \tas. 
oars at Kansas City and shipped to Chi- 
cago and the east. Plans ara now be- 
ing perfected b7 tlMmiosn' officials to 
stmthisooaL 

President Ratchford continues to get 
encouragement from the reports re- 
ceived nt>m the several districts. Pres- 
ident Farms of the Ohio miners iH» In 
consultation with President RMoMdd 
during yesterdaiy, giving a detailed re- 
port of the work In the Pocahontas dis- 
trict. He was ordered to return and 
continue the good work. 

When asked in regard to his suooess 
in that district. President Farms said 
the men were* coming out, but not so 
rapidly as he would Ilka to see them. 
However, the minws' officials were sat- 
isfied and he was going to push the 
campaign there.

INDIANA MINERS On" THE MARCH. 

An Attempt WIU Ue Xatto to CloM Krory 
Mia* la aenthara ladtaaa. 

Priscetom, Ind.. Aug. 4.— The strik- 
ing miners of Davies, Pike and Gibson 
cothities have taken the marchitig fever, 
and yesterday a movement began in 
which they will attempt to close every 
cool mine in southern Indiana. The 
march began among the Davies county 
miners. They invaded Pike county 
yesterday and have closed the mine at 
Rodgers and the Wooley mine at Pe- 
tersburg. It is reported Iv re that the 
strikers entered the Wooley mine and 
drove the men at work out like cattle. 

It is the intention of the strikers to 
close the Carbon and Aysirre mii es. 
east of (Jakland City, but it is feared 
that tli<y will encounter trouble at 
Ay.'-liire. as the men there are deter^ 

mined to \v ork. 

The strikers have threatened tO Sdise 
a I.otuhville and St. Louis Air Line 
freight train and take it to HuntiiiL-- 
biirg. where they will call the men out. 
They w ill then go down the Evausville 
branch on the Air Line and close all the 
mines in WaiTiok, Bpenosr and Perry 
counties. 

Superintendent Holb^ook of the Air 
Line has asked the sheriffs of the vari- 
ous counties through which his hue 
passes for protection, and it is said the 
sheriffs liave promised to do so. Tkonble 
is feared. 

Kniiroaili Feel the ElflMit* of the Strike. 

Clkvi:i..\M), .\ug. 4.— The effect of 
the soft coal strike in Ohio is best known 
by statements just issued by ooal carry- 
ing roads, which indicate a move- 
ment of traffic moch smaller than for 
the same period last year. The earn- 
ings of the CHeveland, Canton and 
Southern road for the third week in 
July were |7,000 less, while those of the 
Cleveland, Lorain ai^ Wheeling are 
nearly $14,000 leas. The Wheeling and 
Lake Erie shows a siinilardsorease. The 
Toledo and Ohio Central, which hauls 
West Virginia coil, did not fUl fkrbe 
hind.

' The foregoing information comes 
from a reliable source, and but few per- 
sons in Honolulu are aware of the near 
approach of the most important event 
iu the history of the country." 

DENIED A T WA SHINGTON. 

The state Departmeat and the Mavy De- 
partment Will Not Conflrm It. 
WAKHiNCiTON. Aug. 4.— It is declared 
positively at the state department that 
there has been no change in the instruc- 
tions given either to Minister Sewall or 
to Admiral Breadslee touching their at- 
titude toward the Hawaiian question. 
The admiral's instructions were to pro- 
tect American interests at all points and 
to establish a protectorate only in the 
event of serious disturbance or the com- 
mission of some overt act. It is not un- 
derstood that the execution of this or- 
der was at all dependent upon the action 
or non- action of congress upon the an- 
nexation. 

At the navy department an even 
more explicit denial of the story that 
the flag was to be hoisted Mond» was 
obtained. It was said that Admiral 
Beardslee's orders only contemplated a 
landing in an emergency to preserve 
the status quo, and that tne landing in 
that case would not be for a longer 
period of time than was necessary to 
restore conditions to their former shape. 
It was said that as President MoKinley 
had referred the whole matter to con- 
gress along with the annexation treatv, 
it would not be courteous to that body 
for the executive to act of its own voli- 
tion until congress had expressed its 
wilL It was further said tliat there 
was no truth in the of^repeated story 
that the battleship Oregon was under 
orders to go to Honolulu.

FATAL AFFBAY. 



J»kl JtIM Shot Tuesday Morninf By Ei. 
RabitsOD, and Died Last Night tf 
His Wound!!. 

John Jonea waa shot Taaaday ffloraiog 

at 11 o'clock by Kd. RobtnBon and died 
at 10 o'clock last ainht ol bia wounds. 

The tragedy ooeaned on the Bloe Ban 
pike near the old Piekett Perrine mill 
on Lawrence Creek, and grew out of a 
Henaational charge made against Robio- 
Boo a month or ao ago by Jonea. 

The partiea are oelRhbora, and Rol>in* 
son a few weeks ago was arrested on the 
charge of attempting to criminally aa- 
■anlt Jonea' wife. A t the examining trial , 
Robinaon waa diacharged. 

Since then Jones, it ia claimed, had 
threatened to kill Robinaon. 

Tuesday morning he was walking along 
the Blue Ban pike with a Wincheeter 
rifle on hia shoulder. According to one 
report, Robinson bail concealed himself 
in an old building near the roadaide, and 
as Jonea came along Robinaon leveled a 
ahotgnn at him tlirough a crack or open* 
ing and ordered him to drop his rific. 

Instead of dropping it, Jonea threw up 
his gun and the next inatant was liter- 
ally riddled with ahot 

The wounded man it if itid ran acme 
distance before falling. 

Over fifty shot penetrated Jones' stom- 
aoh and bowels, aeveral paaaed throagh 
his right long, two entered near the heart 
and there were eight wounds on his arms. 
He lingered until last night at 10 o'clock, 
aa stated above. 

Bobinaon came to Mayaville and aar> 
rendered to the authorities. He was 
committed to jail by .Tud;;e HutcliiiiH, 
and the examining trial haa been set for 
10 a. m. Thnraday. 

Jonea waa nineteen yean old. Hia 
wife, whom he married laat March, ia 
only fifteen. 

Bobinaon is about thirty'flve years old, 
married and baa foar children. 

I4iter information ia that Jones bad 
made repeated threatM against Kobineon. 

It ia said when Itobiuson ordered Jones 
to drop hia gnn, the latter attempted to 
ahoot, but tlic \M'<i|M>ii failt'd togooS.

Fk.\nkeort, Ky., Aug. 2.— The sums to 
be assessed againat the railroad compa- 
nies on a franchise tax will go to reveal 
that these big corporations have been 
asaeased on the road bed and tangible 
property, while the greater amount of 
property owned by tbem has been es- 
< apint{ taxation a!toi;ether. 

The Railroad Commission has per- 
formed its duty in thus assessing this 
property, but the stocks and bonds of 
the roads, upon which interest ia paid 
and which represents money put into 
the roads lias gone scott free. 

These bonds generally sell at par and 
it is here the State Hoard of Valuation 
and .Assessment will fix thi lu_' franchise 
taxes, and the members of the board are 
so confident of the authority under which 
they levy the tax, that they believe the 
liti>;ation, which will evidently ensue 
will be entered into by the railroads 
with little hope of resisting the law. 

The roads will be assessed exactly like 
bridg^, gas, street railway and otiier sep- 
arate franchises are asaesaed and an illus- 
tration will show bow the board will pro- 
ceed. 

Take for instance, the Louisville 

Bridge Company, which reported to the 
board in IS'.Ni, $2,500,000, representing 
capital and undivided profits. The tat.« 
gible property reported in thia amount 
was $1 ,50'.),W0, which, taken from the to- 
tal in bonds, stocks, etc., left f,t.»0,:!.")0, 
which represents the franchise, and, in- 
stead of paying taxes on $1,809,630, rep- 
resenting the bridge proper, it paid on 
S2,.'>00,000, which included the 1090,330, 
or a tax of !:4,':0S !>8. 

There is fully $2,500,000 in railroad 
bonds and $130,000,000 in railroad atocks 
that has heretofore not been taxed that 
will be added ar< a franchise tax. The 
revenue, if realized from the roads, will 
equal enough to pay off the bonded in- 
debtedneas of the State and enable the 
Legislators to reduce the tax from the 
present rate of 52^ cents on $100 to about 
half. ^
